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from the day he announced his candidacy many supporters of vice president Humphrey have urged him to 
break with President Johnson on Vietnam last night the vice president detailed his policy and pledged to end 
the bombing of North Vietnam but he attached a condition as a result there has been some doubt and debate 
whether he indeed has taken a stand independent of the president some Humphrey supporters said he had 
a North Vietnamese spokesman said it was nothing new President Johnson had no comment well here is 
what the vice president said last night in his paid political broadcast followed by reports from NBC News 
correspondent Sally Abel Jack Perkins sander van ocher and Douglas Kiker isn't it | would stop the bombing 
of the north as an acceptable risk for peace because | believe it could lead to success in the negotiations and 
thereby shorten the war this would be the best protection for our troops in Wayne that risk and before taking 
action | would place key importance on evidence direct or indirect by deed or word of communist willingness 
to restore the demilitarized zone between North and South Vietnam now if the government of North Vietnam 
were to show bad faith | would reserve the right to resume the bombing now secondly | would take the risk 
that the South Vietnamese would meet the responsibilities they say they are now ready to assume in their 
own self-defense | would move in other words towards the Americanization of the war | would not undertake 
a unilateral withdrawal to withdraw would not only jeopardize the independence of South Vietnam and the

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Vietnam and the safety of other Southeast Asian Nations it would make meaningless the sacrifices that we 
have already made and | believe it would be an open invitation or more by more aggression more instability 
and Attwood at this time of tension and danger in Europe cast doubt on the integrity of our word under treaty 
and Alliance peace would not be served by weakness or with law nor would | escalate the level of violence in 
either the North or South Vietnam what we must do is to seek to deescalate the war the vice presidents | 
would stop the bombing speech sounded more like a break with the administration than it reads in cold type 
in Paris Reducto a member of the North Vietnamese Politburo found nothing new in it it's still the same 
demand for reciprocity he said and Hanoi still rejects it nor did the White House see in the Humphrey speech 
anything that smacked of a repudiation talking privately presidential aides said they and President Johnson 
were quite relaxed about the whole thing the vice president's own campaign staff worried the Democratic 
dubs might dismiss the speech as something less than a declaration of total independence from President 
Johnson senator Fred Harris of Oklahoma and former Postmaster General Grinnell skee called a news 
conference to say that their man Humphrey might even be willing to end the bombing without hard evidence 
of any comfortable give on the Communist side that was not however what Humphrey said last night on the 
contrary like President Johnson himself Humphrey linked the bombing halt to evidence direct or indirect by 
word or deed as he put it that the Communists are ready to scale down the war in short Humphrey chose to 
accentuate the positive he talked first about how he would stop the bombing and only then 
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would stop the bombing and only then mention his conditions President Johnson tends to start by saying he 
cannot end the bombing unless and until the same conditions are met two professional diplomats all of this 
sounds like a distinction without much of a difference as one American official expressed it today | would 
hardly call the speech a u-turn Elie able NBC News Washington Nixon still carefully avoids saying what he 
would do in Revere now as president but when asked about what Humphrey said he would do Nixon the first 
delayed said he wanted to read the full text then came to a news conference this morning in Detroit along 
with Governor Romney and was asked upon it again I'm not going to judge mr. Humphreys intentions | have 
indicated that his statement if he did not intend it to be a departure from his previous position of not pulling a 
rug out from on our negotiators has been widely interpreted to the contrary and that he should clear up that 
interpretation at the earliest possible moment because if the negotiators from Hanoi are going to talk at all 
our negotiators in Paris have to have the trump card of that bombing halt in their hands and mr. Humphrey 
must put it back in their hands in the event that they think he's taken it away | knows for example that mr. 
Humphrey indicates that he is willing to take the risk of calling for a halt in the bombing | would respectfully 
submit that the risk is not his the risk that is taken is to the thousands of Americans in the DMZ zone whose 
lives would be threatened in the event that a bombing halt occurred and the North Vietnamese forces were 
able to attack them in greater numbers and presently is the case | think that it is possible very possible that 
the men in Hanoi could interpret this particular statement as offering them a concession in January that they 
could not get now it is possible | do not 
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not get now it is possible | do not charge it and | think that he ought to clear up that possibility which he can 
do with a very forthright statement that all he was attempting to do in making a statement was simply to say 
that in January he would negotiate exactly what President exactly the same basis that President Johnson is 
negotiating now that there would have to be some sort of action word or deed on the part of the Hanoi 
government before he would agree to a bombing halt as the Nixon people appraised this politically they 
believe it is not to help you for Humphrey they believe the fact that he made this statement and this proposal

George Wallace likes to say that he's the working man's candidate and there are indications both from public

and was choosing only the figures meant to make him look bad anyway contributing editor John Chancellor 
has done some investigating of the pollsters thoughts and feelings and here is his report the Nixon complaint 
is interesting usually in politics it's the losers who complain about the polls and at this point dick Nixon 
doesn't look like a loser here is how he stands in the two largest national polls in the Gallup sample Nixon 
leads Humphrey by eight points with Wallace far back and in the Harris Poll Nixon's lead is 5 points over 
Humphrey with Wallace in about the same place but this is an unusual year some posters are saying that 
there is still a high degree of uncertainty now only 8 days before the election George Gallup told us today 
that there is more shifting of opinion among voters this year than he has seen in thirty years of finding out 
what the public thinks the Gallup says it is the most unusual election he has ever seen including the four way 
contest in 1948 the uncertainty does not incidentally come from the effect of the third party candidate George 
Wallace the Wallace vote tabulated by interviews and secret ballot techniques is firm and solid the 
uncertainty comes according to some experts from the shallowness of the support being given to Nick 
Humphry neither man apparently inspires much enthusiasm among the voters and this creates a certain 
amount of mind-changing so we have Nixon and Wallace criticizing the polls and some other people too and 
some of the pollsters feel that this is unjust pollsters allow for an error factor a margin of error of from three to 


four percent in the national sample and with that in mind let's Nick again at the national figures the two polls 
are perfectly consistent in the number of undecideds five and seven percent in the strength of the Wallace 
vote 15 to 18 percent in the Humphrey percentage 36 or 35 percent and within the posters 
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or 35 percent and within the posters margin of error on the Nixon strength forty four to forty percent in a 
sense it's just too bad that the pollsters can't come out and say well it looks to us as their dick Nixon is a bit 
ahead but in an effort to be precise they have been drawn unhappily into the numbers game and this year 
with a lot of uncertainty in the air the polls are being criticized it will be interesting to see if the final Gallup 
and Harris figures do out just before the election there are even closer than the ones we've seen even 
though both polls are now saying about the same thing and it should be remembered that these national 
pollsters are reasonably accurate both predicted the 1964 outcome within about three percentage points and 
Gallup in 1960 mixed missed the actual count by nine tenths of one percent Soviet premier Kosygin today

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nomination for president in 1972 he didn't say so but the implication was that he might run for the Senate and 
president as a member of some other party a new party yet to be formed perhaps a party offering some new 
ideas on the American political process here's some of what he said in a statement today because of the 
number who asked me what | was going to do | decided | would state publicly that | do intend to vote for vice 
president Humphrey for president on November the 5th and also | urge all of those who may have been 
waiting to see what | would do to follow my recommendations and to support his candidacy his position with 
reference to the resolution of the war in Vietnam and the demilitarization of American foreign policy as well 
as the matter of the draft on which | have made some recommendations over the last nine months and also 
the reform of the Democratic Party's internal processes his position falls far short really of what | wish it were 
however the choice now is between a vice president Hubert Humphrey and Richard Nixon and between 
those two | support the vice president for two principal reasons one on the base of the record he's made on 
domestic issues and what he said in this campaign about what he would do with what he thinks ought to be 
done | believe that his domestic program will be much better for the country and secondly also especially in 
view of some of the things that mr. Nixon has said within the last week or so I'm of the opinion that with 
Hubert Humphrey as president that the arms race could be scaled down in the military tension around the 
world could be significantly reduced | want to say particularly to the young people in to others who were 
somewhat new in politics whom | asked late last year and 
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politics whom | asked late last year and earlier this year to stay within the regular party system the regular 
party process that | would not ask them to do that again in another election year unless there are significant 
changes in the process or promises about before that next campaign year comes round | intend to try to 
change those procedures and processes within the Democratic Party and also of course to continue to speak 
on the subset of issues as | have been speaking on them for some 10 months he also said he was not doing 


this to get back in the good graces of the leaders of a Democratic Party and not to forget or condone any of 
what happened in Chicago because he also announced he will not again run for office and free campaigning 
in Pennsylvania was obviously elated by McArthur statement here's his reaction followed by a report on his 
campaign from contributing editor Jack Perkins how'd you measure the importance of this endorsement mr.
